“on this Head, in his admirable Epiftles, and tho’ 
he was at the Head of the Nobles, as well as the 


Wits of his Age, he thought it not at all below him, 
he imagined ic no Sin againft the Goodnefs of his 
Judgment, or, the Politenefs.of his Manners, to pay 
proper Acknowledgments, nay, refined Compliments, 
to the Merits of Perfons in Low Life; burt took a 
worthy Pride in railing them from the undeferved 

y, commonly annexed to that Condition, to 
a Comparifon with thofe who were of the higheft 
Rank, and renowned for Deeds which {prang trom 
the fame Greatnefs and Elevation of Spirit. As 
Titles are often but accidental Things, this is cer- 
tainly a moft juft Way of Judging ; fince Worth 
js nor the Confequence of a great Name, but a 
great Name olight ever to be the Confequence ot 
Worth. 


“* Modern Writers,” faid our Crisicks the other 
Evening, (he is a modeft Man, and is the only 
one of all the Affembly, mention’d in my intfo- 
dugtory Paper, that has not enter’ upon fome 
fet Diicouris ) “ have pone into a very different 
‘ Turn of Thinking: They often extol, to the 
“ Skies, the indifferent A€tions, and palliate the 
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' who difgrace the Figure of Life they appear in} 
** and meanly, afraid of what would caufe ground- 
“ lefs Cenfures, decline fhewing the right Ufe, thé 
** real Force, of Art upon Subjeéts, where they miight 
“* Boalt of raifing the obfcure Merit of Men, that 
“ were never Uittle in any Thing but the Atcident 
zs Bb che Birth, and that, Zviug and dying, did an 
“ Honour to Human Nature. Such Pen-men appeat 
“ to me to have mob and dim-ey’d Intelleéts ; they 
“ may be called, The Rabbie’ of the Wits, who aré 
“ fo unreafonably dazled with the outward Trap- 
ail of the Great, and who can pafs by plairi 
“ honeft Merit, and look at folid, but naked; Virrue: 
“ without the leaft Emotion, or Sign, of difcerning 
“what they fee. The Stiles of thefe petty Pane- 
“ gyrifts, are, like their Subjeéts, gawdy; glittering, 
“© but not folid; fwelling, biff rather empty th 

** fill'd with Turns that only tickle, but don’t ine 
“ ftruct; and they feem never to have heard of tiiat 
 Leautiful Simplicity, which arifes out of Nature, 
“and forms the Sublime, fo much admired by thé 
“ Readers, and fo boldly and mafterly executed by 
“the molt glorious Wticcts and Speakers of An- 
“ tiquity. ~ ” 


_We were both led into this Track of Thinking; 
by my accidentally looking, the ‘other Day, into a 
little Book, and {peaking otf it to him, call’d, The 
Hiflory of the Prefervation of Charles the Second, after 
the noted Battle of Worcefter ; which was fought ih 
the Year 1651, on the Third of this’ very Month 
of September. I there méct with fuch 2 prodigiovs 
Inftance of Fideliry, and Loyalty, in a poor mean 
Cotiniry Fellow, nam‘d Pendre/l, and all his. Family, 
that I know not azy fo Iiluttsious, to which my 
Heart would lead me to pay greater Honiowr, of fin- 
cerer Acknowledgements of my Efteem. I am nor 
at all-furprized to find; that this amazing Incident; 
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of gor) Baseasity, 6 coolly, and infenfibly, treat- 
ed by Kien of pretended, but flender, Abilities; who 
have an Affectation to fine upon more pompous 
Subjeéts; who chufe rather to {pend their vain Strength 
in relating the Fury, and the Fate, of that Bartle, 
and lay out all their miftaken Eloquence in railing 
the Powers of Hell, and reprefenting the Prince 
of Darknefs, as lifting himfelt by Contract, under 
Oliver, and pufhing on the criminal Succeffes, and 
the fioreible Trititmphs, which he ebtaineds bam not 
the leaft furprized at all this; bug it is both a Manger 
of Surpfize, and Confufiog, to shi, thac (@ mafly 
truly great Poets, and Orators, fhould live juft atrer, 
and leave an Example, fo beneficial to all Pofterity, 
to be in a manner forgotten, for want of being com- 
mended, with that trrue Spirit 2nd Warmth, which 
it fo richly deferves. 


Perhaps the Hiftory of the whole World, were 
we to turn it never fo carefully over, could turnifh 
us with bur very few Things more furprizing, niore 
aftonifhing, more moving and pathetick, more exem- 
plary and edifying, than this too much negleéted, 
this yet uncelebrated Paflage! A Monarch to 
be forced, by a prevailing Faction, to turn a Fugi- 
tive, in his own Kingdoms, to fave his Life! And 
when difcomfited Princes, difabled Lords, and rout- 
ed Armies, could not any longer affiit their Sove- 
reign, that it fhould be referved by Providence, tor 
a poor fimple Hind to preferve this Lord's Anointed 
from a cruel purfuing Viétor, whofe vaft and prz- 
ternatural Swells of Fortune made him foon grow 
the Dread and Terror of all Chriffendom ! ——That 
it fhould be referved for a poor ignorant Country- 
man, to fave a wife and mighty Prince trom fal- 
ling, like his good Father, to move our Pity, who 
was afterwards, by the Means of this wonderiul 
Prefervation, received as our Glory, with the Ap- 
plaufes and Acclamations, not only of our own Three 
Kingdoms, but almoft mS ¢ Neighbouring Nati- 
ons round about us! And i: Englifeman be 
left to. be recorded with Honour by foreign Writers, 
and be only coldly {poken ef by cur own? — Is hea 
mean Man? Confider the noble Truft, and the noble 
Difcharge of it! and he grows great in Honour, in 
Proportion to. the Meannels of his Condition. Is he 
Poor2 How does that Poverty add to the Rich- 
nefs of his Virtue, who hears Premiums bid for the 

ious Lite, he has in Culfody. 4nd yet, difdaining 
the Bribe of Gold, would rather venture his own 
Life for his Loyalty, than get a Livelihood by turn- 
ing a Traycor? Sure, nothing but a narrow minded 
Soul, which is abandon’d to a Spirit of Barbarity 
and Meannefs, can let a little Idea of him enter his 
Thoughts, upon the Account of his being of a mean 
and deipizable Figure. It is the nobleit Addition 
to his Greatnefs! As inconfiderable as he might be 
otherwile, he muft, in this View, make a fine Picture 
in the Imagination of all Men of Honour, and he is 
a. living Difgrace to all rhofe Titled Criminals, who 
follow'd the gay, but wicked Fortunes, and partook 
in the impious Greatnefs, of the Purftier of Majetty. 
Thofe only, who look no farther than the ourtide 
Things, will think him, becaufe a Plebian, below 
Eulogy; but 1, who view him with the fame Eyes 
as the Romans would a DiGtator at his Plough, al- 
moft think him above it. Had he lived in the 
Times of the Latin Bards, and been the Preferver 
ot an Axguftus, his honeft Contempt ot bribing 
Gold, would have juftly given him a Place equal 
with Camillus, in the famous Horatian Ode, coiile- 
crated to the Praifes of that Emperor.

lofe all Thoughts of his Appearance, and venerzte him 
in the Habic of a Clown. A's there was a Princely 
Perion in one rough Garb; fo Was it a noble Soul 
thac the other coverd ; tor when he attended the 
King for the lait Time, he fhewed, he had a trye 
Sente ef the Weight of his Charge. For, as pig 
Majelty. was riding, he complained of the Horte 
That it was the heavieft, duli Fade he ever rode on; 
To this Pendrell, very tentibly; replied. Aty Licce!

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When I am in the Meditation of the many Palle! 
that this little Hiltory recounts, between the King 
and Pendrell, my Attention is fo fixed to the mclan-
